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Continuation of 13. Other: Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant regarding the Huang reference. Huang discloses an annulus, 
i.e. a ring, 35, with an axial cavity extending therethrough (see paragraph 0044) and the annulus, 35, is made of a first biocompatible 
elastomer material (see paragraphs 0033, 0043 and 0046). The elastomer has an elastic material modulus approximating that of the 
annulus fibrosus of the natural human intervertebral disc (see paragraphs 0048 and 0050). Huang also discloses upper and lower 
transition plates, 13 and 23, made from a second biocompatible material, e.g. ceramic, having a durometer hardness greater than that of 
the first biocompatible polymer (see paragraphs 0025 and 0046). The examiner has determined that applicant's arguments do not 
overcome the prior art of reference. Therefore, the claims are not in condition for allowance .
